Selecting Jury. 
Boise, Idaho, May 31. — There re- 
main but two vacancies in the jury 
that will try William D. Haywood for 
his life for alleged participation in 
the assassination of Frank Steunen- 
berg, and there is reason for hoping 
that these will be filled by tomorrow 
afternoon. 

As the jury selection narrows down 
to final chances, Interest hi the case 
is being generated and the contest 
grows distinctly sharper.

After that 
the selection of the twelfth juror 
must be left to fateful chance, for the 
first talesman who broadly comes 
Wtthlll the requirements of legal 
qualification must be chosen.

O'Mara satisfied the court that such 
was not the case and then Honey pro- 
pounded some rapid fire questions, 
showing that during tho noon recess 
the blacksmith had been shadowed by 
one of Special Agent Burns' men, who 
had seen him stop and talk with one 
Ed.

Juror Bray, one of the eleven sworn, 
was tho next to draw the after-fire of 
the prosecution, to whom had been 
conveyed the Information that he was 
related by marriage to the mayor. Bray 
could net say whether or not this was 
a fact. He had heard that it was. 
Schmitz himself, though ho had been 
refused audience earlier in the day by 
Hie court, came to the rescue. Ho rose 
and made this statement; "If your 
Honor please, the relation ls this, as 
far as 1 can trace It down— and I 
would not want to see a relative of! 
mine sitting on my jury — the relation 
is that this gentleman's wife ls re- 
lated by fourth couslnshlp to a gen- 
tleman who married my wife's sister, 
a man by the name of Murphy." 

Everybody laughed, and Judge 
Dunne threatened to clear the court 
room If t lie offense was repeated. Bray 
was excused from tho jury, the court 
holding that no matter how distant 
the relationship with the defendant. It 
disqualified him. Bray himself had 
asked to be discharged. 

When court adjourned the jury 
stood In numbers just where it was at 
the commencement of tho Jay, eight 
men In the box, four more to get. 
Mayor Schmitz will be arraigned to- 
morrow on the 28 Indictments charg- 
ing him with bribing fourteen super- 
visors In connection with the gag and 
Parkslde trolley deals.

Rev. Mr. Wilson, who has spent the 
last eight and a half years as a mis- 
sionary In the province of Shan Tung, 
China, under the auspices of the Ply- 
mouth Brethren of England, delivered 
an address Jm Gospel Hall last even- 
ing upon tljg religions of China, tho 
habits and customs of tho people, and 
the work of the mission;! ties there. 

Mr. Wlllson, with his wife, has re- 
turned from China on a year's fur- 
lough, and leaves shortly for ids homo 
in England. He Illustrated his lecture 
by frequent, references to a map of the 
Chinese empire which hung upon the 
wall, while in addition there were sev- 
eral banners handsomely embroidered 
in Chinese characters which had been 
presented to himself and his wife by 
the people of Tslng Tau prior to their 
departure in token of their appreci- 
ation of the work done by the mission- 
ary and his wife in the community. 

Mr. Wilson briefly sketched the vari- 
ous religions of China, Confucianism, 
Buddhism, Taoism and ancestor wor- 
ship, snowing wherein they all fell 
short of the Christian religion. Ho 
pointed out the difficulties which the 
missionaries had to contend with and 
the manner In which these were over- 
come. The most deeply rooted su- 
perstition Of the Chinese is ancestor 
worship, and Is the hardest to eradi- 
cate. It Is incidentally the root of the 
polygamy which is practised through- 
out tho Celestial empire, as the China- 
man who believes In the worship of 
his ancestors believes it incumbent 
upon him to have male children to 
carry on the worship. 

The missionary obtains his hold 
upon the people by various means. He 
Is always looked to for medical aid, 
and the speaker instanced a number 
of cases when difficult surgical cases 
were brought to him for treatment. 
Preaching in the market places and 
visits from village to village through- 
out the district arc also made. 

In the eighteen years of work In the 
province of Shan Tung, 130 converts 
have been obtained, with 70 enquirers. 
The tests are very severe before the 
applicant is admitted to tho Christian 
communion. Only one man has been 
expelled from the church in all that 
time.

WRECKED FRENCH CRUISER. 

Paris, May 31.— The minister of 
marine has received advices to the 
effect thai the bulkheads of tho 
French cruiser Chanscy, which went 
ashore May 20th, burst, that tho crow 
abandoned the vessel and she sank. 



On her long voyage from Swansea 
to Vancouver, the little seven-ton tug 
Tartar has been reported from San 



Diego. She left the California porl 
on the last stretch of her lengthy 
journey on the 25th Inst; The Tartar 
Is In tho command Of Captain St rector 
and has been over 150 days in making 
the United States Pacific coast from 
the old country. When rounding the 
Horn she experienced terrific weather, 
and although the little boat bore the 
conditions bravely they considerably 
retarded her progress. She Is manned 
by nine men and will be used for 
towing; out of Vancouver. 



The fire department had a busy 
•session yesterday, no less than five 
fires occupying their attention. For- 
tunately none of the blazes amounted 
'.o anything serious, the quick action 
of the firemen snuffing them out be- 
fore they became very dangerous.

destructive conflagrations. 

Tho first alarm came shortly after 
noon from the Victoria Chemical works 
at the outer wharf. The water tank 
caught fire from spark and was blaz- 
ing away when discovered. When the 
firemen arrived, the workmen At the 
shops had a hose line trained on tho 
fire, and under the direction of Chief 
Watson it was speedily subdued. The 
damage was trifling, amounting to 
about $10. 

At 1 o'clock the brigade was called 
to Leigh's sawmill at Point EUico, 
where a spark from the chimney had 
set lire to the roof. The mill hands had 
their own line of hose laid when tho 
firemen arrived, and leaving a man to 
look after the distribution of the water 
the brigade left, the lire being speedily 
brought under subjection. The dam- 
age here was very small, a few shing- 
les being destroyed, amounting In all 
to about $10. 

The firemen bad hardly returned 
from the mill when another alarm took 
them to Dr. Pagan's residence at Turn- 
er and Pleasant streets. A spark 
from the chimney had set fire to the 
dry shingles of the roof, but it required 
only a couple of minutes' work to ex- 
tinguish the flames, The damage was 
about $10. 

In the evening at 7.15 o'clock the 
brigade was given another call to the 
Marine Iron Works, .Pembroke street, 
where a spark had settled among some 
dry boxes and started a lire. Ib did 
not take the firemen very long to put 
out the fire, but about $25 damage 
was done before this was accomplish- 
ed. 

The fifth and last lire of the day 
occurred about midnight in an old 
storehouse belonging to the Tramway 
company alongside Leigh's mill. It is 
supposed to have originated from a 
spark from the mill fire which smould- 
ered unbeknown to the firemen. The 
blaze was trifling and tire damage was 
practically nil, tho flames being ex- 
tinguished in quick order.

GERMANY IN FRIENDLY MOOD 

Is Vory Anxious to Cultivate Canadian 
Trade 

London, May 31. — -The German gov- 
ernment have made It clear that they 
would welcome the opportunity for a 
personal and friendly exchange of 
views. They are prepared forthwith 
to remove the surtax and also to dis- 
cuss terms of a reciprocal treaty. Of- 
ficial communiques to Berlin journals 
reproduced here today warn the Ger- 
man public that the realization of the 
British Imperial Idea is, as the Ham- 
burger Nachrlchtcn says, not destroy- 
ed but only delayed. Articles which 
arc accepted ns Inspired seek to pre- 
pare German opinion for concessions 
to Canada and other British colonies, 
which shall, in the words of the 
Deutsche ZeJtung, "win over the Brit- 
ish colonies before it is too late." That 
is to say, it shall make an affective 
British Imperial reciprocity Impossi- 
ble. 

German productions have enormous- 
ly Increased in recent years, in all the 
leading lines of Industry. German 
home demand, with the Britisli upon 
market, now pretty well suffices 
but Germans realize that as soon as 
the tide of prosperity turns they would 
find Canada of great benefit under 
their cartel systems as an additional 
dumping ground for surplus produc- 
tion. English experience in many 
branches of the textile, hardware, pot- 
tery, and other trades shows how com- 
pletely Germans arc able to undermine 
homo production in this country. 

Moreover, German manufacturers 
have reason to anticipate that Canada 
will find extreme difficulty In applying 
to Germany the anti-dumping regula- 
tion applicable to a neighboring coun 
try like the United States. 



Water Pumped Into Workings- 
Steamers Will Be Delayed 
in Getting Coal 



Firo has broken out at the largest 
of the Coinox mines, Hie big workings 
which slope toward Union lake, known 
as No. 4 slope. The fire Is reported 
to be serious, though information re- 
ceived hero Is comparatively meagre. 
Enquiry at the offices of the Welling- 
ton Colliery company yesterday elicit- 
ed tho information that the firo was 
discovered on Wednesday night, and 
at last advices was still burning. Wa- 
ter is being pumped Into tho mine and 
considerable delay will result, even If 
the blaze Is speedily extinguished. The 
delay will greatly handicap shipping, 
already severely handicapped by rea- 
son of tho scarcity of coal. Two 
steamers arc now at Comox awaiting 
cargoes from the mines, tho steamer 
Sandown, from Otaru, Japan, with 
hardwood ties for Mexico, which is 
seeking bunker coal to continue her 
voyage, and the steamer Wangard, 
Which is awaiting a full cargo of coal 
for Mexico. 

No. 1 mine, which is on firo, is the 
largest of the Wellington company's 
several miles at Union, and employs 
between GOO and 800 miners, who will 
bo idle for a time. The mine Is ap- 
proached by a slope which Is down 
over 3,000 yards, with drivings from 
either side. The other mines are en- 
tered by shafts, and no serious ac- 
cident has been reported from any 
of them since the disaster at No. (i 
shaft some years ago, when 64 lives 
were lost. 

Tho mine Is a modern one, well ven- 
tilated, and equipped with powerful 
pumps. It will require considerable 
time to pump out the water following 
the flooding of tho mine. Meanwhile 
coal will be Shipped from the other 
mines, but uh tho mine now on fire 
shipped the greater part of the output 
sent from Union Bay the situation 
will be far worse with regard to the 
coal supply. For weeks past consid- 
erable delays have occurred, and, as 
stated some days ago, the Wellington 
Colliery company has been unable 'to 
secure coal to fill its own vessels, 
much less others. The steamer 
Shiela, which was on time charter to 
the company, was kept 'SO days at Co- 
mox and finally released a week ago, 
proceeding to San Francisco in bal- 
last. Steamer Sandown wan expected 
to reach iflctoria yesterday on her 
way south, but it is not known now 
when the steamer will bo able to se- 
cure the necessary coal to allow her 
to proceed.

Minister of Labor Replies That 
Appointment of Board Was 
Necessary 



Ottawa, May 31. — The labor depart- 
ment has received a telegram from 
A. M. Nanton. Winnipeg, manager of 
tho Alberta Coal, Railway & Irriga- 
tion company, protesting against tho 
appointment of a conciliation board as 
requested by the men In connection 
with the labor trouble at tho Leth- 
bridge mines. He says that there are 
no grounds of dispute to justify tho 
appointment of a board, and he thinks 
tho department acted hastily. He 
also protests against Mr. Sherman be- 
ing on the board, and asks for recon- 
sideration. In reply Hon. Mr. Lov 
inieu;t says the representations of the 
men clearly show that there were 
grounds. The men claim that if they 
do not get a board a strike will be 
declared, and that the board is to con- 
sider wages, hours, etc., under the act. 
The minister says there was nothing 
left for him but to appoint a board. 

Lethbrldge, May 31.— Tho minors of 
Taber presented their case to the coal 
commission today and vigorously ar- 
gued for an eight hour day and a 
compensation act, taking a stand di- 
rectly opposed to that of the opera- 
tors as presented yesterday. 



Ramlaer Barr, conductor of tho 
street sprinkler of the B. C. Electric 
railway, was seriously injured last 
night as a result of being thrown from 
the car when ho took charge on Cath- 
erine street, Victoria West, as a result 
of the. failure of tho brakes to act on 
the steep incline approaching Edward 
street. The unfortunate conductor 
was hurled from the car at tho foot of 
the incline and struck heavily on his 
head. He was knocked unconscious 
and bled profusely from wounds at the 
back of his head. The accident, oc- 
curred shortly after 8 p.m. Dr. Frank 
Hall was summoned, and he arrived 
hurriedly. Ho at once ordered tho 
injured man convoyed to the Provin- 
cial Royal Jubilee hospital by tho 
ambulance, which had been called to 
the scene. An operation took place last 
night, the outcome of which is doubt- 
ful. 



PORTUGAL'S GOVERNMENT. 

Lisbon, May 31.— King Charles has 
agreed to recelvo deputations from 
the_ House of Peers and lower house 
of parliament, who wish to petition 
His Majesty for tho restoration of 
government to a basis of national 
sovereignty. The King also said ho 
would support their views. 



CUSTOMS AT DALNY. 

Pekln, May 31. — An agreement pro- 
viding for the. establishment of a 
Chinese mnrlllmo customs office at 
Port Dalny was signed by Sir Robert 
Hart, director-general of the Chinese 
customs, and M. 'Hnyashi, Japanese 
minister to China. Tho office prob- 
ably will be opened tomorrow. Fol- 
lowing the precedent at Klao Chow, 
where a German was appointed com- 
missioner of customs, a Japanese com- 
missioner will be appointed at Port 
, Dalny. 



TORTURES IN. PRISON 

Douma Rejects Explanations Made by 
Ministers 

St. Petersburg, May 31.— The lower 
house of parliament yesterday declined 
as unsatisfactory the explanations 
of the tortures inflicted upon prisoners 
at Riga and consequently the affair 
will be submitted to the Emperor. 

In the course of debate the minister 
of justice denied that officials of his 
department had taken any part in in- 
flicting these tortures as had been 
charged, and dclared that information 
of the Douma committee In this respect 
was absolutely untrue. 

M. Makaroff. assistant, minister of 
the Interior, then denied that tho pe- 
llet! bad been guilty of inflicting tor- 
tures. He said a preliminary inquiry 
bad shown that in some, cuses police- 
men had struck prisoners with their | 
lists, but these were never severe 
blows. A total of forty-two police of- 
ficials bad been arraigned on charges. 
He did not Wish to justify their eon- 
duct, but under the existing abominable 
conditions actions of police might be 
excused by the cruelty of the revolu- 
tionaries. It could not be expected that 
the police always should remain calm 
when more than one thousand of their 
comrades had been killed or wounded 
In the Baltic provinces alone. 

At the clone of the session today 
Count Bobrlnaky, monarchist, who had 
been charged with bribery In connec- 
tion Willi the elections in Tutelu, se- 
cured tho floor on a question of privi- 
lege and accused F. I. ' RodrltchofT, Con- 
stitutional Democratic, of falsehood. At 
the same time be announced that 
Vushulmlt, Monarchist, had challenged 
M. RodrltchofT to fight a duel. M. Rori- 
rltchoff reaffirmed the bribery charges 
and declined to accept the challenge. 



KEEP HUNGARIANS AT HOME. 

Buda Pest, May 31.— The Intention 
of the Hungarian government to keep 
the people, of this country at. home, 
so far as possible, has been further 
emphasized by refusal of the com- 
merce minister, Francis Kossuth, to 
license the establishment of a new 
emigration route from Hungary to 
South America by way of ' Genoa, 
Italy,

Europe has known tor a great many 
years," ho said when speaking of. the 
trip. "So that Canada Is not the only 
country which has neeu to complain 
of the unfavorable weather conditions. 
In fact, there is considerable certainty 
that the hardships In the Canadian 
west, even though great, were not to 
bo compared with those which were 
met in tile continental countries. I am 
of the opinion that the weather there 
was proportionately worse than it was 
here. The railway tralllc was on more 
than one occasion blocked In England 
and Scotland on account of the snow, 
which is an unusual occurrence. On 
one Instance in Scotland the railway 
trains did not run into Aberdeen and 
Inverness for a period of live days on 
account of a snow storm, inland the 
snow was In many places six feet 
deep. In the continental countries the 
severity of the winter was just as 
great even in places whore snowfall is 
unusual. A comparatively heavy fall 
occurred in Naples while wo were 
there and during our visit to Berlin, a 
snow storm occurred which blockaded 
the main thoroughfares of the city for 
a. period of three days. On another oc- 
casion in Liverpool communication 
was practically rendered helpless for 
two days. In some of the large cities 
in the north of England and In Scot- 
land the people were held up for pro- 
visions and a scarcity of food and fuel 
wus confronted in more places than 
one." 

Prosperity of Great Britain. 

Mr. Banfield also noted that the 
people of the British Isles are exper- 
iencing a remarkable prosperity. 
Trade conditions are now more fav- 
orable than they have been for many 
decades and the returns: are indicat- 
ing a substantial increase over other 
years. Cotton factories are being op- 
ened in the manufacturing districts of 
Lancashire at a rapid rate, 01*3 In 
every two weeks being the record for 
some time back. The trade returns In 
England for the year 1305 exceeded 
£68,000, the £1,000,000,000 mark this 
being the lirst time in the history of 
the country that the Teturns have 
reached that figure, For 1007 thoy bid 
fair to exceed this by many thousands 
of pounds. For every month of the 
year thus far the figures which are 
given show an increase of from eight 
to ten per cent, over the correspond- 
ing month of last year. ' v '■" 
No Chance for Preference. 

As regards the matter of preference. 
Mr. Banfleld states that it is more 
than apparent that there will be no 
preference so long as the present gov- 
ernment is in force. The party now 
In power were placed there on the 
platform of free trade and they are 
determined to adhere to Lt as long as 
they maintain the reins of govern- 
ment. As a result the endeavors of the 
colonial premiers to obtain this end 
were a failure. However willing the 
British government may be to grant 
any concessions to the colonies they 
will take 110 step which may jeopar- 
dize them with other countries. One 
thing however, which seems to be re- 
cognized by the public men of the 
country, and that is that the interests 
of Canada have been sacrificed in the 
past and lt Is evident that the time of 
going out of the way to do other na- 
ions favors at the expense of Canada 
Is now- at an end. 

Conference Accomplished Little. 

The prevalent opinion is the results 
of the imperial conference have been 
little, so far as practical utility is con- 
cerned. The colonial premiers, at least 
some of them, were bent on securing 
a preference for the colonics and when 
they found they were unable to secure 
it they were disappointed. Whatever 
else may have resulted, the conference 
has at any rate served to impress the 
British people with the growing im- 
portance of the colonies,, particularly 



SOCKEYE REGULATIONS 

Official Text of the Order-ih-Council 
Respecting . the Fraser Fishery 

Tho order-lh-councll promulgating 
the new regulations for the sockeye 
fishery appeared in the ofllclal Gazette 
on May 11. The order is dated May 
'i, and reads as follows: 

The Goveriior-General-ln-council is 
pleased, In virtue of the provisions of 
section 51 of th« Fisheries Act,- chap- 
ter 45, of the Revised Statutes of Can- 
ada, 1900, to order that the present 
fishery regulations for the province 
of British Columbia shall be and tho 
same are hereby amended as follows: 

1. That section ~ of clause 1, of the 
fishery regulations of the province of 
British Columbia, established by or- 
der-in-council 1st . May, 1 000, lie 
amended by the addition of tho fol- 
lowing words: 

Provided that each bona fide fisher- 
man who held a salmon fishery li- 
cense prior to 1st January, 1007, and 
being a British subject and an actual 
resident along the Fraser river, east 
of or above, New Westminster bridge, 
or a resident in the city of New West- 
minster, shall be entitled to receive a 
special non-transferable license to flail 
fn the waters of the Eraser river be- 
tween Mission bridge and Now "West- 
minster bridge. Such' license shall 
bear conspicuously across Its face tho 
words, "This license valid between 
Mission bridge and New Westminster 
bridge," and such license shall be also 
valid and may bo used below New 
Westminster bridge. 

It shall be a condition of ' any such 
license that the licensee shall strictly 
observe the weekly close time and 
other close time enforced within the 
limits named, viz., between Mission 
bridge nnd New Westminster bridge. 
Tho penalty for a contravention of 
this section will be the concellation of 
the license, and the name of the hold- 
er thercor shall be removed from the 
list of fishermen eligible to receive 
such special license. 

That section 9 of the fishery reg- | 
Illations for the province of British 
Columbia, established by orti'er-in- 
councll 1st May, l'JOO, as amended by 
order-in-councll 11th Jufy, lOOH, be 
amended by the addition of the fol- 
lowing words: 

Provided also that In the years 1907, 
1 90S, 1910, 1911 and 1912, known as 
"off" or "poor" years, no one shall fish 
for sockeye salmon cast of, or above, 
New Westminster bridge, Fraser river, 
with nets of which the meshes are less 
than 5 3-4 inches in extension mens-! 
urement (and commonly called sock- 
eye nets) from G a. m. on Saturday to 
G a.' m. on the Monday following, dur- 
ing the following period, viz., from 
1st July to 25th August, both days In- 
clusive. 

3. That r-eetlon 19 of the fishery 
regulations for the province of British 
Columbia, established by order-ln- 
council, 3rd March, 1S94, be amended 
to read as follows: 

No license shall be gran'od to any 
company, firm or fis lerman, or per- 
son, unless each member of such com- 
pany, linn, or each fisherman or per- 
son is a British subject, and such 
company, firm or fisherman or person 
must be the actual owner or owners 
of the business, nets, boats and fish- 
ing gear for which tile licenses are 
granted, and all .salmon caught shall 
bo frozen, canned, ' salted, cured or 
smoked in the province of British Col- 
umbia before being exported. Pro- 
vided that salmon-fresh or on Ice may 
be shipped for immediate consump- 
tion In Canada. 

No person, shall flanl salmon import- 
ed into the province of British Col- 
umbia from any place outside that 
province, and any raw or fresh salmon 
so Imported for the purpose of being 
canned in the province of British Col- 
umbia, shall be liable to seizure and 
confiscation. 

4. That the following clause bo add- 
ed to section 11 of the fishery regula- 
tions for the province of British Col- 
umbia, established by order-ln-coun- 
cil, 2nd May, 1904: 

(f) All salmon traps or pound nets 
shall be closed by a small meshed 
apron, placed across the entrance to 
the heart or first enclosure of tho 
trap-net or pound, such apron shall 
extend from the surface of the water 
to the sea bottom, where the trap Is 
located, and shall be connected se- 
curely to the webbing or piles, on 
either side of the entrance to the 
heart of such trap or pound nets, so 
as to effectually exclude all salmon 
and prevent their entrance during the 
legal close times or periods.

A GROWING INDUSTRY. 

Red Fir Lumber Mill at Nanaimo 
Being Improved 

Nanaimo, May 31. — One of Nanal- 
mo's ftdustries which is feeling th 
effects of good times, is the sawmill 
situated on 'Bridge street, owned and 
operated by the Red Fir Lumber Com- 
pany, in order to meet the big de- 
mand made upon them for lumber, the 
management of the mill a short time 
ago decided to lay out many thous 
sands of dollars in the way of im 
provements, and In pursuance of that 
plan have erected a huge two-story 
building which Is to be used ns q 
sash and door factory nnd planer 
shed combined. The upstairs part of 
the building will he used as the sash 
and door factory, and the basement 
as the planer shed. At present th a 
company have three planers in opera- 
tion, but when they move into the 
new quarters seven planers will be in- 
stalled which gives one a fair Intima- 
atlon of the Increased product that 
will be turned out by tho company In 
the near future. . In order to move 
tho machinery from its present posi- 
tion into the new building, the mill 
Will bo forced to close down for a 
few days at least, when the work will 
bo rushed ns expeditiously as possi- 
ble. 

When the sash nnd door fnctory is 
moved Into the new quarters the 
building at present used for that 
purpose will bo pulled down, and 
another large dry kiln erected In its 
stead.

Dublin, May 30.— The latest phase 
of the land agitation in the conges- 
ted districts of Ireland is taking tho 
form of a crusade against tho hold- 
ers of grazing farms on the eleven 
months' lease system, and is devel- 
oping With great rapidity. Kings 
county and North Tipperary are the 
centres of rioting. In bygone days 
these counties saw many evictions 
and today the peasants aro determin- 
ed that the land shall be redistribu- 
ted to small holders, 

Reports are received daily of the 
gathering of largo bands of peasants, 
who destroy gates and fences and 
clear tho grazing ranches of cattle, 
which they drive back over miles of 
country to the farms of the owners 
In tiie cases of men who had leased 
ranches they were compelled to aban- 
don their holdings because of Intimi- 
dation. 

There have 'icon some serious con- 
flicts between tho police and peasants 
and many persons on both sides have 
been injured. There have been nu- 
merous prosecutions, but the sympathy 
with the peasants is so strong that 
in one or two instances even the 
magistrates have declined to concur 
in the conviction of the disturbers 
of the peace, one magistrate even 
going so far as to declare himself 
ready to go to prison with the defen- 
dant. 

In parliament the opposition de- 
clares the Irish League to be respon- 
sible for the growth of this move- 
ment, using it as a means to force 
the government to grant the Irish 
demands. Chief Secretary for Ireland 
Birroll speaking in the house of, com- 
mons today, admitted there was 
considerable cause for anxiety, but 
denied I he existence of any evidence 
of a widespread conspiracy.

THE V. & S. RAILWAY 

Tho condition of the Victoria & Sid- 
ney railway is something to which we 
feel immediate attention must bo paid. 
That railway is in receipt of the sum 
of ? 15,000 annually from the city and 
the province, which Is paid because 
the railway regularly makes default 
in the payment of its interest. Per- 
haps this is not exactly the correct 
way of stating the case, but what w 
mean is that the city and province 
having guaranteed tho interest, they 
have to pay it regularly. There are 
those who say that the company is 
earning ample money to pay its own 
interest, but we are not going into 
that phase of the question now. What 
we wish to speak about is the wretch- 
ed service that the company gives. 
Probably the officials, who are oper- 
ating the road, are doing the best they 
can willi the. means at their disposal, 
and therefore the Colonist does nut 
wish to be understood as finding fault 
with them. The owners of the road 
are the people whom we would like 
to get at. Our understanding of t he 
case is that the Great Northern Rail- 
way company is the virtual owner of 
Jtlie line. It is said that salaries are 
paid by Great Northern checks. AVe 
'assume that In some way or other the 
•Great Northern railway is responsible 
.for the abominable service with which 
the people of Saanich have to put up, 
and we say as emphatically as we 
know how that if any person or body- 
corporate or any one else has any 
authority to bring tho owners of tho 
line to time, it is their duty to take 
the necessary steps without delay. 

The charges against the railway are 
first that their. cars are not kept clean. 
This is so simple a matter that it 
should be within the power of tho lo- 
cal management to remedy it. A sec 
ond charge is that the station accom- 
modation is about as bad as it could 
well be. There Is in point of fact no 
accommodation whatever. A third 
charge is that no one knows at what 
hour trains will start from oj arrive 
at any point on the road. An hour 
of departure is fixed for Victoria and 
Sidney, but on the majority of occas- 
ions it Is treated as a matter of ab- 
solute Indifference. A fourth charge 
is Xhat the delays along tho line are 
intolerable. There surely can be no 
necessity for the public to put up with 
this state of things. The direct loss 
to the people of the Saanich peninsula 
is large; the inconvenience to them is 
very great. The development of the 
whole peninsula is retarded by the 
execrable service. 

Something must bo done. The Vic- 
toria Board of Trade ought to take 
tho master up. Tho City Council, 
which pays its sliu:c of the interest 
regularly should assert Itself. The 
provincial government ought to take 
any steps that may be op.-n to it to 
compel the cjm»nn» to do its duty 
to the public. We do not Know 
whether the Railway Commission has 
any powers that can bo exerted in the 
premise-, but if it has they also should 
be called into effect. 

The Great Northern Railway com- 
pany is pursuing an exceedingly fool- 
ish policy in connection with this 
railwa--. That company may at some 
time have, occasion to ask the pcolo 
of Victoria for consideration, and we 
can assure it that If it irritates the 
public much more it will find itself 
utterly out of court. 



tlon of our total hydraullcW energy. 
Even if all our railway, lines were 
electrified, and coal produced power 
in industrial plants were replaced by 
hydro-electric power, thero would 
still be hundreds of . waterfalls un- 
harnessed. It should be our. study to 
turn as much as possible of this wild 
force to economic account. Our elec- 
tricians should apply themselves to 
tho work of extending the Industrial 
applications of electricity. Their ac- 
tivity In this respect should be spe- 
cially encouraged in tho School of 
Practical Science. If Ontario had 
groat deposits of coal she would un- 
doubtedly by this time have great iron 
and steal works at several of her com- 
mercial centres. The coal would not 
lio entirely unproductive becauso of 
lack of enterprise in the industrial ex- 
ploitation of it. Thero is no reason 
for lotting our natural watetvpowers 
lie unimproved amid stores of raw 
material whose latent wealth they 
might be extracting. Besides its val- 
ue as a motive power for the opera- 
tion of machinery, the electrical cur- 
rent Is available as a factory agent 
in many separating or refining pro- 
cesses. Tho electrolytic group of in- 
dustries Is a largo one, the most im- 
portant division of It being that of the 
electro-metallurgical industries. It is 
safe to predict that the use of elec- 
tricity in the smelting and refining of 
metals will be greatly widened in the 
near future. Every reasonable .in- 
centive that our Governments and 
sclentillc institutions can give to elec- 
trical invention and to efforts for the 
spreading of electricity's sway should 
be given, It is to be hoped that the 
labors of Dr. Haanel and those as- 
sociated with him in the testing of 
electro-thermic processes of iron 
smelting and steel making will prove 
in the highest degree fruitful. If they 
do O 'tario's extensive fields of lean 
sulphur-tainted iron ores will become 
great wealth producers. 

We commend to the consideration 
of all concerned Dr. Haanel's report of 
the experiments made under Govern- 
ment auspices at Sault Ste. Marie. It 
ought to usher in an era of electrical 
iron and steel making in this country, 
for the experiments seem to have de- 
monstrated the feasibility of produc- 
ing by the electrical treatment of 
every variety of unpromising ores su- 
perior iron and steel at a cost not 
greater than that involved in the or- 
dinary methods of iron- and steel mak- 
ing.

SIGNS OF PROGRESS 



ELECTRICAL SMELTING 

Among the most interesting things 
now engaging the attention of the Do- 
minion government is the electrical 
smelting of iron. It is a matter of 
very great Importance, of far greater 
importance than the Mall and Empire 
seems to think, judging by what it 
says In the article, which wo quote 
below. The Toronto paper appears to 
be of the opinion that the electrical 
process is only an alternative to be 
used where coal is scarce, but this is 
not the case. It seems likely to be 
shown lo be the cheapest and most 
effective method of treating iron ores, 
and it appears to be definitely settled 
that It Is as well adapted to handling 
magnetite as any other kind, and of 
this the supply is very great. Our 
contemporary refers principally to 
Ontario in what it says, but the ex- 
periments in progress are of even 
greater interest to British Columbia. 
Wo subjoin the article referred to: 

Every thoughtful Canadian whose 
attention was attracted to the experi- 
ments In the electro-thermic smelting 
of Iron that were carried on at Sault 
Ste. Maria tinder the direction of the 
Dominion Superintendent of Mines 
must have wished them success. Such 
a consummation was highly to be do 
Hired. It would mean the co-ordinating 
and utilizing of two great natural re- 
sources whoso potentialities have so 
far been but littlo developed — namely, 
our water-powers and our Iron ores. 

Ontario is singularly rich In both 
these gifts of nature. Of tho two tho 
water-powers were the less backward, 
and tho day of their general useful- 
ness was surely enough at hand ir- 
respectively of tho outcome of these 
Sault Ste. Marie experiments. But 
with all that we had for water-power 
to do we had use for but a small irao- 



We had a paragraph a day or two 
ago as to the great increase in tele- 
graphic business out of Victoria. This 
is only one indication of the very great 
progress which this part of the prov- 
ince Is now witnessing. The expan- 
sion is wonderful, very much greater. 
In fact, than most of us suppose. 
People are coming in; land is being 
cleared; industries are being started; 
in short in every respect we are wit- 
nessing conditions for which we have 
long hoped, but many of us had al- 
most given up expecting. 

We believe that this forward move- 
ment is only at its beginning. Each 
day brings fresh news as to the man- 
ner in which Vancouver Island Is be- 
ing regarded in other parts of Can- 
ada. It has at last been discovered, 
and the Influx of people has fairly be- 
gun. Among the more recent visi- 
tors to the city a surprisingly large 
number have been enthusiastic over 
the future of the city from a com- 
mercial point of view. This was 
something that people were very slow 
to see. Our city is on an island, and 
most people were inclined to think 
tha t it could not expect a very bril- 
liant commercial future. Color was 
given to this view by the constant de- 
clarations of our own people that what 
we look for Victoria to become is a 
residential city and tourist resort 
That it will attain great prominence 
in theso particular. Is now beyond all 
question. One lias only to familiarize 
himself with the surroundings of the 
ci'." to realize this. But it can be 
much inoro than a city for people <V 
leisure and tourists to come to. It 
can become a great business centre. 
The development of the. Island a. me 
will make It a place of Importance, but 
people generally are now begin'.'iing 
to see th.-t the time is close at hand 
when Victoria will realise tho excep- 
tional advantages of its position as a 
seaport. Sir Sandfoid F' mliig over 
thirty year's ago wrote of what the 
development of Vancouver Is'^ud and 
the demands of commerce would re- 
quire in the way of railway connec- 
tion with our harbors from transcon- 
tinental lines "at whatever cost." The 
day is almost at hand when the ne- 
cessity of such a connection wL 1 be so 
plain that no one can shut his eyes to 
it. We most earnestly ho;>« that the 
representatives of this Island in the 
Dominion Parliament will take this 
subject ii]) without delay. It Is the 
one thing needed to bring about such 
an era of progress on Vancouver 
island as will be phenomenal even in 
the Pacific Northwest. 



tor supply that will bo only tempor 
ary. Let the plans bo laid upon the 
supposition that tho needs of at least 
100,000 people must be provided for. 
Anything less than this will bo an 
exhibition of unwise policy. Some 
people have said that if we provide 
for forty or fifty thousand people, wo 
can leave any additional supply to 
those who comp after us. But Victoria 
will pass the 40,000 mark before we 
can instal a plant to adequately sup 
ply that many people. We are not 
sure than in mentioning 100,000 we are 
not putting tho figuro too low. Th 
water question in this city ought to 
be approached upon very broad lines. 
Wo have to get more water to meet 
tho needs of the people now living in 
the city. While we are about It let 
us get at least enough to supply tho 
city that wo will have here ten years 
from now. 



WHY THIS DISCRIMINATION? 

The statement has been made — and 
made with the justification of truth— 
that in the public library of the city 
of Victoria, capital of one of the pro- 
vinces of Canada, there Is not to be 
found a single work of biography of 
any of the men who have had a hand 
in the building up of the Dominion. 
Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler, Hon. Alexander Mackenzie, 
Lord Strathcona, William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie and scores of others have been 
passed over as completely as though 
they had never existed. A glance at 
the catalogue, however, would Indicate 
that if these men had lived in some 
other country than Canada and had 
won the same place in that country's 
history that they have In Canada's 
their biographies would have had a 
place In Victoria's public library. Be- 
ing Canadians, however, their careers 
have apparently not been considered 
of- enough interest to secure a place 
in the public library of the capital of 
British Columbia. 

Why this should be so It is Impossible 
to understand. The people of Vic- 
toria are surely as much interested in 
the lives of Sir John A. Macdonald, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler or Lord Strath- 
cona as they are in tho lives of Louis 
Kossuth of "Hungary, Admiral Farra- 
gut of tho United States, or Count 
Mirabeau of French revolutionary 
fame, whose biographies are at the 
disposal of tho patrons of Victoria's 
public library. There Is apparently a 
discrimination on the part of tho lib- 
rary commissioners against Canadians 
in tho selection of works of bio- 
graphy. 

The commissioners may plead that 
they have not the money to get all 
the books that people would like to 
see in tho library, but this does not 
Justify the policy they have pursued 
in this matter. Biographies of Can- 
adians could have been, and still can 
be, purchused as cheaply as many of 
those of foreigners that grace the 
shelves of the Victoria library and 
would prove of. very much more in- 
terest to those who patronize tho in- 
stitution. It is to be hoped that the 
commissioners will bear this in mind 
when next they are purchasing books 
and that the present state of affairs 
will not long continue. 



nature except through parliamentary 
channels; but we again tell it, that 
if it wants the correspondence and 
takes the proper steps to got It, its 
smllo will get round to the other side 
of- its mouth very quickly. In discus- 
sing this, as well as some other mat- 
ters, the Times illustrates how true

The real trouble with tho 
evening paper is that It was most un- 
mercifully "scooped" by the Colonist 
on the most interesting piece of news 
printed during the last few months, 
namely the full plans of tho Dominion 
government in' regard to the West 
Coast. In order to let Itself down 
easy, It tries to make its readers be- 
lieve that It was In possession of tho 
news all the time. 



WATER SUPPLY 

When the question of water supply 
was up last fall tho Colonist made the 
point that what the city authorities 
ought to have In mind In determining 
upon their plans for the future is that 
water will have to be provided for a 
city extending from the east sldo of 
Esquimau Harbor to Cadboro Bay. 
Some people then t-ought the sugges- 
tion an extravagant one, but no one 
does so now. A c'ty covering those 
limits i? already in sight. Tho ac- 
tion of the Hudson's Bay Company in 
putting the Constance Cove and Up- 
lands farm ■ upon the market assures 
that both these areas will in the 
course of a very few years be oc- 
cupied by residences.

With its customary absurdity the 
Times takes occasion . to make a 
charge against the provincial Premier 
in connection with the safe-guards to 
navigation upon the West Coast.

CULTIVATION OF RUE 
PROPOSED IN PROVINCE 



Plant Supplies Fibre for Many 
Purposes — Conditions 
Are Favorable

In pursuance of the policy In- 
augurated by the provincial govern- 
ment towards doveloplng the agricul- 
tural resources of British Columbia the 
minister of agriculture has authorized 
the purchase of a quantity of the seed 
of the Ramie, a (lbro plant used ex- 
tonslvely In the manufacture of cloth- 
ing and other articles. It is believed 
that the climate and tho .general con- 
ditions prevailing throughout somo of 
the interior districts are favorable to 
the cultivation of the Ramie. Tho ex- 
periment at first will bo conducted on 
a small scale but If the results are as 
satisfactory as some of the inost san- 
guine expect every inducement will be 
offered those engaged In farming pur- 
suits to take up that branch as well. 
Providing it grows and matures well 
those In a postiori to know state that 
nothing in the agricultural line could 
bo more prolitablo. 

A pamphlet on Ramie has been is- 
sued by the Ramie Growing associa- 
tion of England. This is most Inter- 
esting, especially to the agriculturist; 
In part it follows: 

At the present time Ramie is grown 
largely in China asul In smaller quan- 
tities at different points throughout 
the British dominions. It is a fibre 
which for general utility is without aj 
rival, it provides one of the best' 
clothing materials, being a non-con- 
ductor of heat, and, consequently, cool 
in the sun's rays and warm Wi win- 
ter. It Is beautifully lustrous, in this 
respect' resembling silk, and it re- 
tains its lustre undiminished after 
washing. It is exceedingly durable, 
and resists tho roughest handling In 
laundry operations. Used as a tunic 
in the South African war, It outwore 
three cotton tunics served to tho men 
in the same ' company, and with slight 
repairs to cuffs tho Ramie tunic in: 
question would still' be serviceable for 
a considerable time to come. 

Ramie is equally suitable for ropes 
and cordage, nets, tent cloth, a'nd all 
forms of coarse material for which 
hemp or jute are now ordinarily used. 
It is far stronger and more lasting 
than either of these fibres, and for 
rope-making It has many special ad- 
vantages peculiar to it. 

The merits of Ramie h.tve long been 
known to textile manufacturers and 
fibre consumers In this country, but 
the supply has hitherto been too In- 
termittent and unreliable for them to 
be able to adopt It era a large scale. 
Its superiority over all other fibres is 
coming to be generally admitted, and 
the demand for the fibre at the pre- 
sent; time far exceeds the regular sup- 
ply.- If the production of tho fibre 
were so increased that a large and 
constant supply could bo assured to 
manufacturers, there is no doubt that 
It would be adopted on a much larger 
scale than at present Is possible. 

There is scarcely any plant which 
can be so widely cultivated over the 
earth's surface. It will grow . and 
nourish hi the temperate zjtie'as well 
as in the tropics, and under almost 
any conditions of climate or soil. It Is 
felt that encouragement alone Is need- 
ed to induce planters In the British 
colonies to adopt it on a large scale, 
and from every quarter letters and 
correspondence indicate that the col- 
onist, more particularly In sub-tropi- 
cal countries, Is alive to the possi- 
bilities of this fibre. 

This fibre can be produced profit- 
ably at £10 a ton. Today the best 
cleaned samples are fetching £37. and 
even more, per ton. There is, there- 
fore, an exceedingly wide margin of 
profit to encourage planters to engage 
in ( Ramie. No doubt, as the produc- 
tion increases, the price would, at 
first, at any rate, tend to decline. At 
£30 peu ton, however, Ramie would 
come In competition with (lax, and 
being superior and more suitable for 
moat of tho purposes for which flax Is 
at present used. It would undoubtedly 
take the place of (lax on ;i consider- 
able scale. Further, if the price still 
fell as low as £ L'0, it would come in 
competition with cotton and here 
again would undoubtedly be used in 
preference to cotton In a very large 
proportion of those commodities which 
are at present made of cotton. Pln- 
Ramle would reach the ' margin of 
ally, If the price sank as low as £15. 
jute. There Is, therefore, it will be 
seen, a practically unlimited and con- 
tinually extending demand for thla 
fibre, such demand growing rapidly 
as the supply tends to reduce its cost 
on the market, and even at the low- 
est price, when competing with jute 
It would show a commercial profit of 
£5 a ton to tho planter. There is, 
however, no reason to suppose that 
this lower price will be reached for 
many years to come. A long period 
of high prices ami large profits Is 
open to the grower. 

There Is probably no other crop so 
easy to grow, and no other produce so 
easy to prepare fur the market as 
Ramie. For a few shillings sufficient 
pla'nts to stock a whole plantation 
can bo established. In a few months 
the crop is ready for cutting. The 
fibre is prepared by an exceedingly 
slmplo process, and the "ribbons," If 
properly dried, can bo stored for any 
length of time In order that die 
grower may take advantage of favor- 
able markets and of profitable oppor- 
tunities for shipping In large consign- 
ments. AVhen the time comes that the 
plantation is largo enough to employ 
machinery for decorticating and do- 
gummlng the fibre, the plant is or the 
simplest and cheapest description, and 
a Ramie decorticator can be pur- 
chased for about £30.

BIG C. P. R. TRESTLE BURNED 

Baker Creek Structure in Boundary 
Section Destroyed 

Nelson, May 30.— Sparks from a lo- 
comotive yesterday set fire to the 
Baker creek trestle on the lino of tho 
C. P. R. in the Boundary section not 
far from Cascade City, and the struc- 
ture was completely burned, with a 
resultant loss of between $20,000 and 
$25,000. Tho trestle was one of the 
longest and highest in this part of the 
province, and Its destruction has seri- 
ously Inconvenienced freight and pas- 
senger trnlllc. 

The trestlo throughout its length of 
Slightly over three hundred feet was 
nothing but a mass of tangled wreck- 
ago five hours after the lire started. 
The tracks were carried sixty feet 
above the valley of Baker creek, and 
the wreckage crows are now at work 
clearing away the debris. It will bo a 
month or more before the structure 
can lie rebuilt. Freight traffic on this 
section is now at a standstill, but 
passengers are being transferred

A largely attended meeting of the 
executive committee having in hand 
the arrangements for the exhibit of 
fruit, shrubbery and flowers, repre- 
sentative of the agricultural districts 
of the southern end of Vancouver 
Island, to' bo shown at the. 'Winnipeg 
fair, 'aus held yesterday afternoon at 
the ^rodrris of : tho Victoria ' Develop 
mont and Tourist Association. Bo 
ports wero submitted by each ' mem 
ber on the different details in connec 
tlon with tho preparations. Thes 
were most satisfactory, and there la 
every indication that it will be pos 
slblo to compile a display which will 
be exceedingly credltablo to those re 
sponsible. Andrew Ohlson occupied 
the chair. 

It was found, after comparing notes, 
that to make a proper showing, ono 
representative of all tho fruits avail- 
able at the time of the Winnipeg ex- 
position, it would be necessary to ex- 
pend approximately JS00. This 
amount does not include what is pro 
mlsed by the management of the 
Tourist Association in tho way of 
transportation, enlarged photographs 
of pictures taken hi the vicinity of 
Victoria, etc. Of that sum, however, 
$200 may be subtracted, the associa- 
tion mentioned having agreed to con- 
tribute $100 In cash and a similar 
amount having been promised by the 
municipality of South Saanich. This- 
leaves ?G00 to raise. Little difficulty 
is anticipated in realizing this and, 
on such an assumption, the executive 
is proceeding with the preparations. 

The details of tne project were 
thoroughly discussed. It was decided 
to have the display include all the 
different varieties grown In this local- 
ity that will be ready by the month of 
July. And the very best specimens 
procurable will he obtained. The 
plans to bo adopted In respect to the 
shipments to be made during tho ex- 
position, for the purpose of rencwingl 
the fruit at regular Intervals and the 
design of the exhibit were consider- 
ed, and a decision was reached to the 
satisfaction of all. 

T. YV. Martindale was appointed to 
make a tour of the agricultural sec- 
tions which will be Included in the 
scheme for the purpose of enlisting 
tho active co-operarlon and the sym- 
pathy of the. farmers. With that idea 
in mind ho leaves this morning for 
Duncan, from which centre he will 
call on the residents of the Cowichan 
valley. Returning he will follow out 
tho same campaign with regard to the 
Saanich, Gordon Head, Cedar Hill and 
other districts In proximity to this 
city, 

A meeting of the genera] committee 
appointed to supervise the arranging 
of this exhibit will take place next 
Friday at tho Port street rooms of the 
Tourist Association. Then will be 
submitted the details of the proposal 
outlined at yesterday's gathering. The 
goneral opinion of all those Interested 
Is that tho project can he carried 
through in a gratifying manner, a-nd 
that it cannot fall to prove an adver- 
tisement tho value of which can 
scaiceiy bo estimated.

CALIFORNIA CRIMINAL. 

Murdoror Richardson's Presence in 
Province Reported. 

Jim Richardson, tho murderer of 
Deputy Sheriff Joe D. Price of Fresno, 
Caf.', while under arrest for grand 
larcc-ny, Is believed to be at large In 
British Columbia. Rome days ago, 
Sheriff It. D. Crittenden, of Fresno, 
visited the city. lie had what he be- 
lieved was a clue to the whereabouts 
of the criminal, and in pursuing It, 
he visited tho. interior, spending somo 
days there to no inirpo.se. Since his 
return to Fresno ho has forwarded a 
number of circulars, which Superin- 
tendent Hussey of tho provincial police 
lias had distributed throughout tho 
province. $1,000 reward for the cap- 
ture of the criminal, who Is ono of the 
most noted crooks on the coast, has 
been offered. 

Richardson was born in Payoetlo. 
Ray county, Missouri. His descrip- 
tion is as follows: Age, 21 years; 
height 5 feet 10 or 11 inches; weight, 
170 to 1S5 pounds; medium build; 
sallow complexion; light brown hair; 
light bluish gray eyes; mouth a little 
large; wears long hair. When last 
heard of ho was on ono of the north- 
bound trains from California, hut in- 
formation reached Seattle loo late to 
apprehend him. 

Superintendent Hussoy states that 
the belief that Richardson is in this 
province rests on tho slenderest of 
foundations. It Is believed thai 
Richardson will be found "lying low" 
until the hunt for him subsides. He 
may oven commit burglary, and bo 
sent down for a short, term in order 
to gel out of the way.

The projected affiliation of Victoria 
College with McGHl University was 
fully discussed at an Informal special 
meeting of tho board of school trus- 
tees held last evening. Ail the mem- 
bers were present, and Chairman Jay 
presided. Dr. Tory, the representative 
of McGlll, was in attendance by special 
invitation, as was also the principal 
of the local college, F.. B. Paul. 

It having been decided that the 
gathering should be Informal In order 
to permit tho discussion to be more 
confidential than otherwise, the press 
was excluded. 

It was learned, however, that the 
subject stated was simply entered 
Into with Dr. Tory and Principal 
Paul. Tho former outlined tho policy 
and the position of the eastern uni- 
versity with which the Victoria Col- 
lege Is seeking union. On tho other 
hand, the principal of the latter, Sup- 
erintendent of Schools F. H. Eaton, 
and the trustees, presented the con- 
dition of affairs prevailing here, and 
stated what was most desirable for the 
purpose of Introducing higher educa- 
tion on a satisfactory basis. 

The question, as has been previous- 
ly stated, Is the best means of placing 
the Victoria College on the same foot- 
ing as that of Vancouver. That in- 
stitution lias a ilrst year course In ap- 
plied science and a first and second 
year in arts. At present the local 
school only has tho first year courso 
In arts, and what is desired Is the 
uddition necessary to bring it up to 
that of the Terminal City In every re- 
spect. As far as can be gathered the 
only point is the question of man- 
agement. It has been suggested that 
tho Royal Institution of Learning, 
which has charge of the higher educa- 
tion of Vancouver, /night act in the 
same capacity here. In order to per- 
mit of such a thing legislation was 
passed at the recent session of tho 
provincial house broadening tho scope 
of the act of incorporation of that 
organization. It is not known' whether I 
there is any dissension among the 
members of the board of school trus- 
tees on tills issue. However, It is 
stated authoritatively that the mni 
jorlty are In favor of such a inovei 
and, always providing that those 
forming the personnel of the Royal 
Institution of Learning are willing, 
the Victoria College will bo granted 
the wlshed-for higher branches upon 
the basis outlined.

The antiquated little locomotive that 
Is without a companion of any sort 
to share tho burden of traliic nn the 
Victoria & Sidney railway grows 
weaker as it grows older, and Its many 
sympathizers are becoming concerned 
as to Its ability to stand the strain 
much longer. 

The business of the road !:; increas- 
ing, and so Is the dissatisfaction of the 
many people who are compelled to 
patronize it, but what will happen if 
the lono engine breaks down from 
overwork is a question hard to ans- 
wer. There are some people in the 
district who could not be induced to 
Interest themselves- in the problem, as 
they have readied the conclusion that 
(he whole system is destined to go in- 
to early decay, and that insofar as ad- 
vantage of the districts of North and 
South Saanich is to bo considered it 
might as well be on the dead list at 
the present time. 

Tlie promise of improvement that 
was given out some time ago seems to 
be further away from realization than 
ever. The wharf at Sidney still trem- 
bles and sways under the weight and 
motion of the train, while the teredoes 
continue to get in their deadly work 
on the "sickly piles. Yesterday after- 
noon the aged locomotive was called 
upon to make a desperate struggle to 
get itself and train of four cars off 
the wharf. The last car was still on 
the structure when the engine became 
stalled on the light grade up to the 
main line. The whole "train was allow- 
ed to run back on tho shaky wharf 
once more to give the locomotive an- 
other chance. The second attempt 
was made with a great rush, and the 
little engine snorted with all the noise 
of a mogul at the head of a transcon- 
tinental freight as inch by inch it 
crawled up the track onto the level 
line. 

Tlie people of the two Saanich dis- 
tricts feel thut tlie time has come 
when they should no longer have to 
depend on the Victoria & Sidney rall- 
wuy company for their transportation, 
and that the business they have to of- 
fer would justify the British Columbia 
Electric company in building a belt 
line that would serve them in a man- 
ner that can never bo hoped for from 
the present system. Such an electric 
lino as lias been suggested could pick 
up business all along the route today, 
while the prospects for a remarkable 
increase are of the very best. These 
two districts have been attracting 
their full share of tho land seekers 
from tho prairie provinces, and fjn 
large tracts of land that are today 
held by single families there is 
promise of from ten to twenty being 
settled In the near future. Nearly all 
tho large holdings are being cut up 
rapidly by tho new comers. 

Recent purchases of land by promin- 
ent men who are said to be share- 
holders in the British Columbia Elec- 
tric railway are looked upon by cor- 
taln wise people of Saanich as an In- 
dication that the company will soon 
givo its attention to the opportunity 
for a profitable extension of its sys- 
tem. < 

There is a little boom on in the town 
of Sidney, and during tho current 
week two houses and twelve lots were 
sold. .Nine new houses are now in 
course of construction, and there are 
promises of more building before the 
summer is over. The operations of tho 
Gulf Lumber company are in a largo 
measure responsible for the activity, 
While the sub-division and sale of 
lands in tho vicinity suitable for fruit 
raising are also factors in the pros- 
perity of the town. The lumber com- 
pany commenced business in Sidney 
about a year ago, and is now almost 
in shape to work Its mill at full capa- 
city. It has its own timber districts 
and logging camps, owns a tug and 
has logs enough in sight to keep the 
machinery running day and night for 
some time to come. Work on a new 
planing mill and dry kiln is nearlng 
completion, and a breakwater is also 
being built. Yv'hen ready to work at 
full capacity, the mill will require 
about sixty men, and, if possible to 
avoid it, no Oriental labor will be em- 
ployed. 

Another company at Sidney is a 
clam cannery which promises to de- 
velop into a business of importance. 
The pack last season was large and 
profitable, and preparations have been 
made for operations on a larger scale 
during the coming' season. 

Mayor Morley being interviewed 
yesterday on the question of the ben- 
efit of the Victoria & Sidney service, 
and what action, if any, the city might 
take to secure an improvement, said 
he realized that the growth and busi- 
ness of Victoria were retarded by tho 
lack of better transportation facilities 
to the numerous growing settlements 
around the city. At the present time 
lie could say nothing as to what might 
be done by tlie council.

WANT MUCH MACHINERY 

Prominent Japanese "on Big Mission to 
United States 

Seattle, May 31.— Representing the 
imperial government of Japan, several 
Japanese cities ami some leading man- 
ufacturers and commercial firms, six 
prominent Japanese citizens arrived in 
Seattle yesterday afternoon on the 
Kaga Muru. After spending a couple 
of days hero they will depart for the

FRISCO STRIKER SHOT 

Fired Upon Policeman and Is Killed in 
Return 

Sau Francisco, May 30.— Fieldman 
Reddish, a striking carman, who has 
been acting strangely for several days, 
was shot and fatally wounded tonight 
by Policemen Moran and Strong after 
Reddish had fired upon the two pa- 
trolmen, seriously wounding Moran. 

The policemen were driving past 
the Kentucky street car barns In a 
buggy when someone opened fire 
upon them from tho top of the barn. 
A bullet struck. Moran In the right 
leg and he fell to the street. Strong 
jumped out of the vehicle and with 
Moran, opened fire upon the man they 
saw on the barn. Each officer emp- 
tied his revolver. The man, after- 
ward Identified as Reddish, was found 
to have been struck by four bullets 
out of the twelve shots fired by tlie 
policemen. lie was Immediately tak- 
en to the Central Emergency hos- 
pital, where it was said that ho could 
not recover. 

Policeman Moran's wound, while 
serious, is not necessarily dangerous. 
Reddish is believed to be insane. He 
was formerly employed as a motorman 
on the Ceiled Railroads. 



A GIGANTIC TASK 

Take to Sept. 1 to Handle 1906 Wheat 
Crop 

Winnipeg, May 31. — Tho volume of 
freight on the fj, P. R. these days is 
terrific, great efforts being made to 
lift the wheat crop of last year. The 
improved weather conditions have 
made the work comparatively easy, 
and much headway is being made. 
However, there Is a vast amount of 
freight to bo moved, and it will be 
some months before Iho 1006 ,whcat 
crop is all In the market. 

"it will take 300 cars a day from 
now until the first of September to 
move tlie wheat crop," said a promin- 
ent railway official. "With line weath- 
er we can do that easily enough, but 
that gives you an idea of tho enor- 
mous amount of work there is ahead 
of the company. Just as soon as we 
get ii]) with the 190G crop this year's 
crop will bo ready, and wo will have 
to got it lo market. This gives you 
an idea what is ahead of tlie trans- 
portation companies out here." 

The wheat receipts yesterday show 
52,000 bushels passed through the city, 
as against 38,000 for the same period 
last year. Seven thousand bushels of 
other grains were listed as compared 
with 12,000 for tho same time In 1000. 
The total of wheat to date Is 53,985,- 
000 bushels as compared with 5.1,887,- 
000 bushels last year; 6,132,000 buslieis 
of other grains also passed through. 
In 1901) there were 1,291,000 bushels of 
other grains.

SEALING FLEET . 
FOR BERING SEA 



Fifteen Schooners Will Go North 
This Season— Nine to 
Leave Soon 



QUEEN CUING FOB REPAIRS 



Will be Brought to Esquimalt Owing 
to Failure to Secure Completion 
of Work at San Francisco 



The Victoria scaling fleet in Bering 
Sea this ouimuer "will number fifteen 
vessels. Of these six are now at sea, 
sealing off the, Copper Islands. The 
Victoria Sealing Company will send 
out five vessels, the same schooners 
that were engaged in sealing off the. 
coast this spring, and four indepen- 
dent schooners will be despatched. 
The schooner Umbrina, Capt. Haan, 
one of the independent fleet, has been 
hauled out on Turpel's ways to be 
overhauled and made ready for the 
season and other schooners will fol- 
low her on tho ways. It is expected 
the vessels will sail about two weeks 
hence. 

Victoria sealers are greatly interest- 
ed In the announcement made some 
days ago in these columns that the 
Japanese government has prohibited 
sealing at sea off tho Saghallen coast 
and tho Eobbon Bank rookery. The 
Japanese government did not accede 
i to tho American request that sealing 
be abolished, although hunting was 
brought to un end on the only seal- 
ing ground owned by the Nippon gov- 
ernment. The Japanese fleets may 
still proceed to sea without hindrance, 
though, to hunt off other scaling 
grounds, and a larger fleet than ever 
is expected to proceed to Bering Sea 
this season after hunting off tho Cop- 
per island sealing ground. 

Tho recent commercial treaty nego- 
tiated between Kussla and Japan eli- 
minated the provisions with regard to 
sealing which were to have been dealt 
with together with tho fishery ar- 
rangements proposed. Tho Kobe 
Chronic)e of recent date referring to 
tho treaty says : "On tho question of 
fishing, tho Japanese government has 
made a great concession, and an ag- 
reement has been made only in re- 
gard to cod-fishing. No understand- 
ing has boon arrived at in regard to 
sealing, as an arrangement is to be 
made between Japan, Great Britain, 
the United States and Russia, relating 
to sealing in tho North Pacific ocean. 
Briefly, none of the Important de- 
mands made by the Japanese govern- 
ment have been agreed to or included 
In tho new treaty, and further special 
negotiations are to bo opened."

If crews could be secured other 
schooners would be despatched. 



LYRA FOR NOME 

Boston Tugboat Liner Called Here 
Yesterday for Pilot on Way 
North 

Steamer Lyra, one of tho Boston 
Tugboat Company's steamers char- 
tered by Schubach and Hamilton for 
the Cape Nome trade, called hero yes- 
terday morning from Seattle to pick 
up a pilot and proceed to Vancouver 
on her way to St. Michael and Cape 
Nome with a general cargo. The 
steamer will load 250 tons of oats at 
Vancouver for the north. She has no 
passengers, but a full cargo of general 
freight for the northern ports. 

Tho Vancouver call is being made to 
defeat steps taken against tho steam- 
er carrying a Chinese crew In the U. 
S. coasting trade, which it is maintain- 
ed is an infraction of the regulations. 
The Lyra, unlike the other steamers 
formerly In Oriental trade, is keeping 
her Chinese crew for tho S.-attlo-Cape 
Nome vogages. To evado tho law tho 
steamer was not cleared from Seattle: 
for Alaska., which would be considered 
coasting voyage, but for Vancouver, 
which is regarded as a foreign voy- 
age. From Vancouver the steamer 
will ck-ar for the north, and thus will 
evade the law regarding the prohibi- 
tion of Chinese crews in the coasting 
trade. As long as the vessel makes 
the Vancouver stop both north and 
south, and clears from there, sho is 
not coitHldeder to be engaged In coast- 
wise trade. 

This Is the gist of a reply received 
from the Offices of the United States 
' Immigration Bureau at "Washington, 
whither a request for Instructions was 
sent by trie local officers. 

It is said that on her return from 
Alaska the Lyra may be returned to 
tho Oriental service, as the cargo she 
• is taking to Alaska Is not as largo as 
■ her charterers had expected. 



STEAMER INDIANAPOLIS 

Will Commence Calls at Now Wharf in 
James Bay This Afternoon 

With her arrival from Seattle and 
Port Townscnd this afternoon tho 
steamer Indianapolis of tho Alaska S. 
S. Company will commence the regular 
use of the company's new wharf built 
on James Bay.- Tho last, call at the 
C. P. E. dock at Belleville street was 
made yesterday. The wharf is rapidly 
nearing completion. J. MacArthur, who 
for some time was cashier of the C. 
P. R. S. S. Co, has located his olllce 
at the wharf and is in charge of tho 
company's business in this city. Tho 
wharf is also to bo used by tho Union 
Steamship Company's steamer Camo- 
sun on her visits to Victoria. It is 
expected tho Camosun will berth thero 
on her trip down from the north. The 
steamer Indianapolis is to be maintain- 
ed on this route for some weeks yet, 
until the remodelling of tho steamer 
Chippewa is completed.

ALL RED ROUTE 

Eighteen Knot Steamers for tho Lines 
Across tho Pacific 

Hon. Clifford SlftonJ ex-minister of 
the interior, who was In England in 
connection with the proposed fast All- 
Red steamship services, was inter- 
viewed on arrival at Ottawa, accord- 
ing to a despatch received from tho 
capital. Asked for his views on the 
proposed steamship service on the 
Atlantic and Pacific he replied that 
Lord Strathcona had the subject un- 
der consideration for some yours. 
When he arrived In London Lord 
Strathcona asked his assistance, lie 
agreed to this, so that there was con- 
siderable work done before Sir Wilfrid 
arrived. The Canadian Premier was 
able to secure tho support of the 
colonial representatives of Australia 
and Now Zealand, and expected before 
returning to Canada to get tho co- 
operation of the British government. 

"The idea," said Mr. SIfton, "is for 
a twenty-four or twenty-five knot ser- 
vice on the Atlantic, with improved 
railway facilities across Canada, and 
an eighteen knot service from Van- 
couver to New Zealand 'and Australia, 
and a similar service from Vancouver 
to China and Japan. Lord Strath- 
cona will control tho financial ar- 
rangements. His high position and 
financial standing' in London will ren- 
der valuable assistance. 

If carried Into effect the project 
will be of vast benellt to the co-opor- 
atlng parties, and especially to the 
Dominion of Canada. Every province, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific will 
be benefited. It will place Canada on 
the main commercial highway of tho 
world, and have the effect of Intro- 
ducing capital and new industries, tho 
extent of which at tho present time 
no one can forsec. The present time 
Is opportune for a gigantic undertak- 
ing of this character.

Now, with the 
license of the Inspecto.Ts to prove my 
ability to command, how can they 
charge unskillful, navigation? This is 
unfair. I have been at sea for thirty 
years and this was" the first accident 
I ever had. I intend to stay on tho 
Pacific coast and. fight tho case to. the 
end. Of course, If I so desired I could 
sail under other flags. But I have 
been In this country so long that I 
will not leave it. i 

"I will tako tho matter up with Mr. 
George Uhler, the>" supervising inspec- 
tor general direct.' I am able' to prove 
that I am". a, skillful navigator and this 
charge that I am' an unskillful naviga- 
tor Is ono that I will not tolerate. 

"The loss- of the Dakota was not 
duo to unskillful navigation. It, was 
duo to those unforeseen causes , .that 
happen to every r. sqa'farlng man at 
some time -in his career. Look at the 
stranding of- the City of Paris, In" the 
British channel. '. Capt. Watki.ns had 
been at sea for thirty years und yet 
ho' ran his ship' -.'ashore. What has 
happened to the captains of the Mon- 
golia, the Manchuria, the Sheridan and 
many others that T could name? They 
are all skillful men, but no human be- 
ing Is Infallible. This matter will be 
carried to the highest courts."

Steamer Nin'g Chow of the Blue 
Funnel line loaves Singapore tomor- 
row on her way here being due on 
July 11 tli. 

Two Japanese stowaways discov- 
ered on board steamer Athenian on 
her arrival at Vancouver will bo do- 
ported on tho outward trip of tho 
steamer on June 6th. 

The Bell-Irving wharf situated at 
tho foot of Ninth street, Now West 
minster was sold this week by H. Bel 
yea, to W. R. Gllley, for the sum of 
$25,000. Mr. Belyea purchased tho 
property less that a year ago from the 
Yorkshire Guarantee Company for 
$8,100 and therefore realized a profit 
of $10, COO, qr nearly 200 per cent, on 
his Investment. 

Steamer Coya, which Is now on her 
way from San Francisco to Victoria, 
Is bringing 500 tons of nitrate from 
iqulque to be landed at this port for 
the Victoria chemical works.

Advices have been received of the 
death at sea of Capt. Eaaterbrooke, 
who commanded the steamer Indradl 
and who was known In Victoria, lie 
died while in far eastern waters and 
was burled at sea. About a year ago 
the Indradl was here and left tills port 
to transport 1,000 mules to Suva from 
San Francisco for the Sugar Refining 
company at the Fiji islands. 

HIGH PRICED CAYUSES 

New Westminster, May 31.— "Ordin- 
ary cayuses are going as high as sixty 
dollars," said 8. H. Farmer, who ar- 
rived in the city from Clinton yester- 
day. "This is an extraordinary high 
price for this clnss of. animal and is 
caused by the hard whiter. Wild 
horses were plied up dead In many 
places In heaps of ten and twelve anil 
tho same remark applies to cattle. Mr. 
Farmer Is of the Impression that this 
summer will be a quiet one In connec- 
tion with tho pack train which ho has 
been running for some yenrs past. He 
states that very little stuff other than 
the ordinary miner's supplies and 
Hudson's Bay goods would be passing 
through the country.

No Arrangement So Far Made 
With Grand Trunk Pacific 
• Company Y

Concerning the position ■• of- the 
Tsimpsean peninsula Indian reserve 
which the Grand Trunk Puciflc com- 
pany wishes to acquire the Vancouver 
News-Advertiser says: 

"The situation may bo briefly stated 
to bo as follows, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by Hon. Mr. Tat- 
low, ' the acting premier. Both the 
Dominion government and tho railway 
company now recognlzo tho reversion- 
ary right that the province has to any 
lands within an Indian reserve, when 
they are abandoned by the Indians. In 
the case of the lands referred to, the 
railway company has informed tho 
provincial government that it desires 
to secure part of the reserve, having 
an area of between 13,000 and 14,000 
acres. It has also intimated that It 
is prepared to settle with the Indians 
tho price that they shall receive for 
tho abandonment of that portion of 
the reserve. The company asks that 
the provincial government will convey 
any claim it has to the lands in ques- 
tion to the company. In answer the 
government has replied that it will 
glvo careful consideration to any ef- 
fort that the company may make, but 
has intimated that It would not dis- 
pose of these lands on the samo terms 
as wero granted for those on ICalen 
Island. Up to the present time no 
proposal lias been received by the 
government from the company in re- 
ply to tho former's communication, 
and that is tho present position of the 
negotiations. Thero is no truth in 
tho statements that have appeared on 
several occasions recently, in some of 
the provincial newspapers — that the 
negotiations between the, government 
and the company have been conclud- 
ed and that the company has secured 
these lands on terms similar to those 
for which the Kaien Island lands were 
sold. The government considers it 
hns .a duty to perform in seeing that 
tho interests of the province are pro- 
tected by the terms on which it dis- 
poses of any additional lane's In that 
vicinity. In the t'ale to the company 
of the lands on Kal?n Island, the gov- 
ernment considered that the location of 
the terminus of the railway there, the 
value of the other crown lands in the 
neighborhood would b<J enhanced in 
value, and, therefore, 1 hat It could 
well afford to sell th.-'se lands on 
terms very favorable to tho purchaser. 
It has seen no reason to believe that 
it did not then act in the best Inter- 
ests of tho province, and the view It 
then took of the situation is still held 
by it, and la that which it Is now fol- 
lowing in the . present negotiations. 
Realising the interest that many 
people have In the development of the 
northern part of the province, the 
government will doubtless .give the 
public information of the completion 
of- ilny further sale to the company. 
Meanwhile it will be well not' to place 
any reliance on unauthorized state- 
ments." V '

News to the above effect was re- 
ceived yesterday by Chief of Provin- 
cial Police Stephenson, who in com- 
pany with Dr. Davis left for the scene 
of the tragedy this morning to hold 
an Inquest. 

Tho deceased who was nearly SO 
years of age, had been 111 for some 
time, having lately undergonw treat- 
ment at the Nanaimo Hospital. A few 
days ago he left that lnsmuion, and' 
on Tuerjday went out to Errlnglon on 
a visit to his son James in the hope 
that the change would do him good. 
Brooding over his Illness, and his ad- 
vanced age aro thought to have' un- 
balanced his mind during which state 
.he committed the rash act.

SEATTLE PRICES JUMP 

Restaurant Men Form Combine for 
Uniform Incroaso 

Seattle, .May 31. — Eighty-one restau- 
rants Indentified themselves lust night 
with the Scuttle Restaurant Keepers' 
Association, which completed Its per- 
manent organization and adjourned to 
meet early next week when a now 
scale of prices will be announced. A. 
H. McCormlck wan made the perman- 
ent secretary and treasurer. 

The meeting last night was the sec- 
ond one held, a preliminary gathering 
having taken place Tuesday evening. 
The secretary reported last night that 
thirty restaurants have not yet joined 
the organization, but many of these 
htivo signified their Intention ii£ doing 
so. Hotel cafes are not members of 
the association, but restaurants of 
every class, from the cheap waffle 
house to those of highest price, aro in- 
cluded. 

A general advance of fi and 10 cents 
is proposed. Waffle houses at which 
coffee and pie may now be purchased 
for 5 cents will in future charge 10. 
Meat orders will advance 5 and 10 cents 
all along the line. These have already 
been raised in many places, and the 
association seeks to secure a uniform- 
ity of advance. 

Beginning tomorrow morning the 
price of bread will he two-thirds of a 
cent a loaf higher that it has been. All 
this comes about as :i result of tho 
recent amalgamation of many of th 
large local bakeries with the Pacific 
Coast Blaster Bukern' Association, who 
explain that the advance was neces- 
sitated by the higher cost of flour.

St. Petersburg, May 30. — The decision 
of tho congress of Russian Social Demo 
crnts adopted In London today to work 
against the Constitutional Democrats 
In the lower house of parliament Is ro- 
celved with much satisfaction.

Announcement From Ottawa Re 
Governor General's Trophy 
Event 



The conditions under which the 
musical and dramatic competitions for 
the Governor- General's trophies will 
be held next year have been announc- 
ed from Ottawa. One or two import- 
ant modifications of the original con- 
ditions make the announcement of 
interest to musical and dramatic or- 
ganizations throughout Canada. The 
main features of the conditions gov- 
erning the musical competition are 
contained in the subjoined excerpt 
from the committees announcement: 

Kach company entering the Musical 
Comptition shall comply with the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

Companies of from 25 to CO mem- 
bers inclusive may include four pro- 
fessional singers or eight professional 
Instrumentalists, anil companies of 
from 60 to 75 members, 10 per cent 
professional singers or 2(1 per cent 
professional instrumentalists, provid- 
ed these professionals are bona fido 
members of tin; organization entered 
for the competition, and are paid for 
their services in the competition per- 
formances or the rehearsals therefor, 
Companies under 25 must not have 
any professionals. , 

(a) Any person who has within the 
last five years Prod by the profession 
of music, or been paid for services as 
.soloist at concerts, is to lie classed 
as a professional. 

(b) Musicians who, while music is 
not their main calling, have accepted 
nominal pay from church choirs or 
amateur musical organizations, may 
be classed as amateurs. 

Orchestras, bands and choirs which 
as such bodies have been paid at 
any time for performances, either pri- 
vate or public shall be excluded. 

Conductors, so long as they arc the 
regular conductors of the organiza- 
tion entered, may be either profession- 
al or amateur and be paid for their 
services. 

Choirs or opera companies may 
have either professional or amateur 
orchestras as accompaniment, but if 
the former, the orchestra work shall 
not count In the score except for gen- 
oral effect. 

Tho choral or Instrumental pro- 
gramme shall be left to the choice of 
tho competing organizations, but It Is 



suggested that choirs choose some 
choral work, or part of one. Tho ex- 
ecutive committee will, however, se- 
lect . one short piece of music for 
choirs (for . male, female or mixed 
bodies) and another for instrumental 
organizations (string or brass), which 
shall be included in the programme. 
The selection will be made In ample 
time for the necessary rehearsals. 
This clauso does not apply to opera 
companies. 

The following are the principal 
Qualities by which the musical •pro- 
grammes may be judged. 

j. Attack, precision, accuracy. 2. 
Intonation (playing or singing in 
tune), quality of tone. 3. Technical 
proficiency. 4. Expression, interpre- 
tation. 5. General effect. 

Kach company must state for which 
trophy it desires to compete and com- 
ply with the rules accordingly. •

By an arrangement effected in the 
| year lSKS with the Dominion govern- 
ment, the Crow';; Nest Paaa Coal com- 
pany was granted the solo right to 
sell coal mined in tie- Crow's Nest 
area of British Columbia for a period 
of ten years. This monopoly will term- 
inate ia July. 1908, and in anticipation 
el' the throwing open of the Immense 
resources of the district to real ex- 
ploratlon tie' Canadian Pacifla railway 
has been steadily developing its mines 
ai Hosmer, where everything is, even 
now. practically ready for shipping. 

The approaching termination of this 
arrangement with tho government lias 
an Important beat Ing on a rumor 
which has been current in certain 
quarters Cor some lime, la Lhe effect 
thai the C. P. R. means In rush con- 
struction on the Koiitenay Central 
railway. Work actually started In a 
small way last year close to Uoldeh, 
lint now It can he sain with certainty 
tho enterprise will bo pushed to com- 
pletion as fast, a.s men and the mater- 
ial can be K"t mi tin- ground. 

This hew road w ill be 180 mil.., in 
length and will start at Golden on the 
main lino of the C. I>. II. and follow 
tho water grade of the Columbia river

This system of valleys, of great re- 
sources in timber, mineral and agri- 
culture, forms a natural highway 
whereby the various railroads that 
will soon bear east and west across 
British Columbia can ho connected by 
north, and south extensions. A glance 
at any of lhe better maps of" the coun- 
try will show the strategic advantage 
of being the first In the field with an I 
extension of the character of that 
which will be effected by the Koote- 
nay Central road, the charter for | 
which enables the owners to build 
south to the international boundary 
and north, via Canoe river, and tho 
south fork of the Fraser river, to Fort 
George, near the south end of the 
Bulkley valley. 

When the extensions to Fort George 
on the north, or to the bounds of Idaho 
on the south, will be made, will depend 
on the development and the require- 
ment of this country, but the public 
may now positively accept for fact, 
what has been for a long time doubt- 
ed, that the road from Golden to the 
Crow's Nest system Is now being ser- 
iously undertaken by tho Canadian 
Pacific railway, and will be finished, 
If it possibly can be finished, inside a 
year.

They are qulting the. prai- 
rie country and looking for land in 
the sheltered valleys of British Co- 
lumbia. People from Washington and 
Idaho who, with their families and ef- 
fects, pass every day, might well have 
a look nearer home and not be so sure 
tortune awaits tbem on the well 
boomed hinds of Alberta, which m.i 
bought for speculative purposes and 
boomed for the same purpose inde- 
pendent of any natural good qualities 
they may possess.

Their intention is to thoroughly Inves- 
tigate tho conditions prevailing there 
and to look into the possibilities of 
tlie development of trade relations 
with British Columbia. 

As lias been announced in theso 
columns, Mr. Morris is interested in a 
company, which has been formed for 
tho purpose of handling the products 
of Mexico and of Canada, shipping 
the former here, not the latter to tho 
south. Tho arrangement is that tho 
former should look after the Mexico 
end of the business and the latter take 
charge of the matters requiring at- 
tention in this province. Mr. Lea was 
in the city not long ago for the ex- 
press purpose of completing the orga- 
nization. Ho left with a very favor- 
able impression of the Canadian West 
and convinced that the Inauguration 
of the new steamship service will per- 
mit of the building up of important 
trade relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Morris is equally enthusiastic. 
He thinks that there is not the slight- 
est doubt that the people of this sec- 
tion and those residing in the climate 
of Central America will profit, will bo 
mutually advantaged, by the inter- 
change of tlie produce of their farms 
or their plantations as they are mora 
familiarly termed in the south. He 
says that in Mexico are to bo found 
fruits and other agricultural products, 
minerals and numerous other articles 
which would iind a ready market here.

ON LINCOLN'S TOMB 



Famous Japanese General Gives 
BanqueL al Chi- 
cago 



Chicago, May 30. — Oen. Kuroki to- 
night gave a banquet at the Auditori- 
um hotel. There were forty guests, 
Including Japanese, Chicagoana and 
army officers the general has met In 
this city. 

President Roosevelt's health was 
proposed by the general in a short 
speech and drank by the party, which 
afterwards drank toasts to the emper- 
or of Japan and Gen. Kuroki. 

In a way, It was the conclusion of 
the Japanese war hero's observance 
of Decoration Day. 

The dinner was one of the most 
elaborate affairs of its kind ever given 
at tho hotel, and its cost was various- 
ly estimated at from $2,000 to $3,500. 
It Included six or seven varieties of 
wine. The small banquet hall on tho 
sixth floor had been transformed for 
the occasion into the semblance of a 
Japanese tea garden. 

When hall through tho dinner tho 
little brown man rose and gave his 
toast to President Roosevelt in the 
only language lie san speak, Ills native 
Japanese, Capt. Tanaka translating. 

"It gives me great pleasure in tho 
Compny of these charming ladies ami 
prominent gentlemen, on this Memor- 
ial day, to drink to tho health of his 
excellency, the President of tho Unit- 
ed States," lie said. 

Everybody drank, -while tho orches- 
tra played "The Star-Spaaglcd Ban- 
ner" and tho Japanese shouted "Ban- 
zai!" tho Americans following their 
lead. 

A little later Gen. A. W. Greely, 
commander of tho department of the 
lakes proposed a toast to th emperor 
of Japan. 

"In drinking to the President of tho 
United States It means wo are drink- 
ing to ono who shapes tho destinies of 
the earth," Gon. Greely snld, He then 
referred to President Roosevelt's "tact 
and forcef ulnoss*! in bringing about a 
final adjustment of differences bc- 
jtween Japan and Russia. 

"V/o should not forget that there, aro 



other nations and other men worthy 
of admiration," he continued. "Within 
the last few years there has sprung 
up a nation which has become a world 
power. I drink to his majesty the 
emperor of Japan." 

Tho "banzais" was quite as en- 
thusiastic following this toast 

Robt. S. McCormlck, who was Unit- 
ed States minister to Russia during 
the war with Japan, toasted Gen. 
Kuroki. Charles Henrotln, as dean of 
consuls in Chicago, proposed a toast 
to the ladies, and T. J. James, of the 
University of Illinois, to "tho contin- 
ued relations between the people of 
this country and the people of Japan." 

Gen. Kuroki and his party of Jap- 
anese officers were up bright and 
early this morning, for it was the day 
when uniforms were to be worn. Mili- 
tary caps came out of curious round 
sandalwood boxes,' while long swords 
wrapped In chamois skin, were laid 
out by the valets des chambres. 

The party had one sacred duty to 
perform. Gen. Kuroki had expressed 
a wish to pay some llttlng tribute to 
the memory of Abraham Lincoln. The 
impression seemed to prevail that the 
great war president was burled under 
his monument In Lincoln Park, for 
(.'apt. Tanaka, the interpreter, an- 
nounced, with swelling breast, that 
his general was to "lay a wreath on 
Lincoln's tomb." 

The visitors started early for tho 
residence of the Japanese consul, Mr. 
Shlmizu, where a reception was held. 
Then they were ready to accompany 
■tho hero of tho Yalu on his pilgrim- 
age. 

Gen. Kuroki regretted tho fact that 
this engagement would prevent his 
reviewing the parade, much us ho 
would like to have done so. To him 
it was all-Important that he "lay his 
wreath on Lincoln's tomb." 

Many Japanese of Chicago, however, 
having their own military companies, 
took part in the procession. Kuroki, 
upon arriving at Lincoln Park, seemed 
deeply touched as he arrived before 
tho statue of the great emancipator. 
Reverently he lifted his hat ,and his 
officers, In the same respectful atti- 
tude, gathered around him. It was 
like the meeting of one hero with an- 
other. Then he placed tho wreath at 
the foot of the monument. 

Perhaps a more novel spectacle 
never lias been witnessed In Chicago, 
that of the great conqueror from 
across tin; Eastern seas, in full mili- 
tary regalia, paying tribute to a de- 
parted chieftain of a great Western 
republic.

than two years ago there wero only 
ten miles of mains in use. Last year 
ten miles were laid by the new own- 
ers, thus doubling the system. When 
this year's extensions have, been com- 
pleted the length of tho company's 
pialns will be 160 per cent, greater 
than it was two years ago, a remark- 
able increase in that length of time. 
The new mains are to be laid in vari- 
ous parts of the city, on streets not 
already served. When this work is 
completed the city proper will bo 
pretty well served, although there will 
still bo room for further extension. 

Tenders for the laying of the five 
miles of new mains will be received 
up to June 7 and if tho figures sub- 
mitted by the contractors are at all 
reasonable the work will be proceeded 
with at once. The total cost of this 
work will bo la the neighborhood of 
$25,000. 

in order to keep pace with the de- 
mand for gas the company Is also 
considering the enlargement of Us 
plant. It is proposed to duplicate tho 
largo holder now in use, but it is 
doubtful whether this can bo done 
this vear. In order to Install the new 
holder :t will be necessary to shut 
down the present large holder, leaving 
only the two small ones in use. these 
could not supply tho city in the fall 
months, when gas is most used, and 
it would bo scarcely possible to have 
the now holder ready for installation 
before that time. As a result it may 
bo necessary to postpone this work 
until next season, when it will be un- 
dertaken in sufficient time to allow of 
its being completed during the sum- 
mer months, when there is not such 
a demand for gas. 

One of the features of tho increase 
in tho amount of gas consumed in tho 
city is the volume that is being used 
for heating and cooking purposes. The 
quantity used for these purposes has 
grown by leaps and bounds since the 
present company took over the gas 
works and the demand is showing -no 
sign of abating.
